adopted by the Board to promote the administration of the Provisions

presently assigned, who have successfully passed mental tests for promo- 
tion to higher positions within the Classified Service and which names 
are listed in the order of final grades attained on such tests from the 
highest grade attained to the lowest grade attained; and ‘Examinations’ 
mean physical fitness evaluation to include Annual or other Physical 
Examinations, Physical Fitness Examinations, Final Physical Examina- 
tions or any other type of Physical Examinations as prescribed by the 
Personnel Board or the Director to determine the physical fitness of 
initial applicants for employment within the Classified Service and the 
physical fitness of Classified Employees now assigned, to qualify physi- 
cally for the positions they now occupy or expect to occupy within the 
Classified Service.”

this Act; (d) Independent contractors receiving their renumeration from 
public funds under contract awarded by competitive bidding; (e) Com- 
mon or temporary laborers; (f) Attorneys, physicians, surgeons, and 
dentists employed in their professional capacities; (g) The Judge of any 
municipal court; (h) Members of Boards who are not employed on a 
full-time basis and not required to devote their entire service to the 
City; and (i) Department Heads consisting of: (1) City Clerk-Treasurer 
in charge of the Administrative Department, (2) City Engineer in charge 
of the Engineering Department, (3) Electrical Superintendent in charge 
of the Electrical Department, (4) Fire Chief, (5) Chief of Police, (6) 
Superintendent of Recreation, (7) Superintendent of Sanitation, (8) 
Superintendent of Streets, and (9) Superintendent of Water.” 


Section (3): Section 6 of said Act No. 273, S. 292, approved August 
7, 1947, as amended and as last amended is hereby further amended to 
read as follows: 


“Section 6. CITIZENS SUPERVISORY COMMITTEE. The mem- 
bership of the Citizens Supervisory Committee shall consist of qualified 
electors of the City of Dothan, who, upon the passage of this Act, are 
respectively the current president and the immediate past president or 
other chief executive officers by whatever name called of the following 
respective federated, national or international organizations, associations 
or groups whose primary function is civic or service, as distinguished 
from social or fraternal organizations, associations or groups, now exist- 
ing in the City, and generally known as: (a) Chamber of Commerce, (b) 
Junior Chamber of Commerce, (c) Kiwanis Club, (d) Rotary Club, (e) 
Dothan Business and Professional Women’s Club, (f) Dothan Council of 
Parents-teacher Associations, (g) Pilot Club, (h) Lions Club, (i) Civitan 
Club, (j) League of Business and Professional Women, (k) Mid-Century 
Study Club, (1) Sesame Study Club, (m) New Century Study Club, (n) 
Altrusa Club, or any other like organization, association or group, after 
such organization, association or group shall have been approved for 
membership at a regular meeting of the then existing membership by 
three-fourths of such membership present and voting. Provided that if 
two or more separately chartered clubs, organizations or groups are ac- 
tive under either of the respective federated, national or international 
organizations, associations or groups herein designated, these such 
separately chartered clubs, organizations or groups shall be collectively 
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represented on the Citizens Supervisory Committee as follows: the presi- 
dent or other chief executive officer by whatever name called of one such 
separately chartered club, organization, association or group shall serve 
one term as president and a second term as immediate past president. 
Representation on the Committee by these separately chartered clubs, 
organizations, associations or groups shall be rotated as determined by 
such separately chartered clubs, organizations, associations or groups, 
such determination to be certified to the Personnel Director. The or- 
ganizational or first meeting of the Committee shall be held one week 
from the day this Act became effective, at the City Hall, at ten o’clock 
a.m. The failure of any one or more of those hereinabove designated to 
present themselves for membership on said Committee shall not affect 
the right of the remainder to constitute the membership unless there be 
less than a majority of members present. The Committee shall designate 
one of its own members as chairman, and he shall be permitted to vote 
only in the case of a tie. The proposed members of the Committee 
present, in the event less than a majority of the members attend any 
meeting, shall adjourn the meeting and call another meeting at a time 
and place to be then determined, in no event beyond five days. The 
designated Members of the Committee shall have the right, respectively, 
to serve as Members of the Committee during the period in which such 
members hold the position or office in the respective organization, as- 
sociation or group above identified. Any qualified elector of the City of 
Dothan, during or subsequent to the adjournment of the organizational 
meeting, may file with the Chairman of the Committee written objections 
to the right of any person to sit on the Committee, however, no grounds 
of objections shall be considered except those based on the ground that 
the person objected to is not the designated officer of one of the 
identified organizations, associations or groups, or is not a qualified 
elector of the City of Dothan, and therefore not lawfully authorized to 
serve on the Committee. The chairman shall rule upon the objections im 
writing and the first order of business at the next meeting of the Com- 
mittee shall be a report by the chairman of the objections and his ruling 
thereon. His rulings shall be final unless the objecting party within 
five days duly appeals to the Committee, in which event the seated mem-~ 
bers shall upon a hearing of the objection, after notice is duly given to 
the objecting party and the party objected to, determine the qualifica- 
tions of the party objected to.

The Chairman of the Committee or a majority of 
the members thereof may call special meetings of the Committee to 
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transact any business which may have arisen. All meetings shall be held 
at the City Hall, or some other public meeting place designated by the 
chairman. Notice of all call-meetings of the Committee shall be given 
to members of the Committee by certified mail and also by publication, 
once each day for three consecutive days in some daily newspaper pub- 
lished within the City, giving at least five days notice of such meeting 
from the date of last publication; such notice must be signed by the 
persons calling the meeting and the purposes thereof shall be briefly 
outlined.

Section VII. PERSONNEL BOARD: The Personnel Board shall 
consist of three members designated respectively as Member Number 
One, Member Number Two, and Member Number Three, each of whom 
shall be over 21 years of age, of recognized good character and ability, a 
bona fide resident and a qualified elector of Mobile County, and shall not, 
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when appointed, nor for the three years then next preceding the date of 
his appointment have held public office, nor have been a candidate for 
such. If any person actively solicits a position on such Board, the Com- 
mittee may, for this reason, reuse to consider his appointmnt. The Board 
shall meet once a month on dates to be fixed by its Rules and regulations 
and as much oftener as shall be necessary for the orderly dispatch of its 
business. The members of the Board shall be selected for the following 
terms and in the following manner: The Supervisory Committee of the 
Mobile County Personnel Board shall, within thirty days after September 
15, 1939, appoint all three members and shall appoint the successors of 
said Board Members within thirty days after a term expires or a vacancy 
occurs. Member Number One shall hold office for a term of two years 
beginning on September 15, 1939, and until his successor is appointed 
and has qualified. His successors shall hold office for terms of six years, 
the first of which shall begin September 15, 1941, and the subsequent 
terms shall begin each six years thereafter. Member Number Two shall 
hold office for a term of four years beginning on September 15, 1939, 
and until his successor is appointed and has qualified. His successors 
shall hold office for terms of six years, the first of which shall begin 
September 15, 1943, and the subsequent terms shall begin each six years 
thereafter. Member Number Three shall hold office for a term of six 
years beginning on September 15, 1939, and until his successor has been 
appointed and has qualified. His successors shall hold office for terms 
of six years, the first of which shall begin on September 15, 1945, and 
the subsequent term shall begin each six years, thereafter. In the event 
of a vacancy on the Board accasioned by death, resignation, impeachment 
or other cause, such vacancy shall be filled by the Supervisory Committee 
of the Mobile County Personnel Board for the then unexpired term. Each 
Member shall receive twenty dollars for each meeting of the Board pro- 
vided no Member shall receive more than Eighty Dollars ($80.00) com- 
pensation for services during any one month. This compensation shall be 
paid as provided in Section 30 hereof. It shall be the duty of the Board 
as a body: (1) To select a Personnel Director as hereinafter provided 
in Section 9 of this Act. (2) After a Public Hearing or Hearings to adopt 
and amend Rules and regulations for the administration of this Act, as 
hereinafter provided. (3) After a Public Hearing or Hearings to adopt, 
modify or reject such Classification and Compensation Plans for the 
Classified Service together with Rules for their administration, as may be 
recommended by the Director after a thorough survey by him of the per- 
sonnel and departmental organizations included in such plan or plans. 
(4) To make such investigations as, in the Board’s opinion, are reason- 
able, either on petition of a citizen, taxpayer, or party at interest, or of its 
own motion, concerning the enforcement and effect of this Act, and to 
require observance of its provisions and the Rules and Regulations made 
pursuant hereto. (5) conduct hearings and to render decisions, as herein- 
after provided, on charges preferred against persons in the Classified 
Service. (6) To make such investigations as, in the Board’s opinion, are 
reasonable, as may be requested by the governing bodies of the County 
or of any City therein or by the Supervisory Committee and to report 
thereon to the governing body or Committee requesting same. (7) To 
consider and act on such matters as may be referred to the Board by the 
Director. (8) To represent the public interest in the improvement of 
personnel administration in the Classified Service. (9) To advise and 
assist the Director in fostering the interest of institutions of learning, 
civic, professional, and employe organizations in the improvement of per- 
sonnel standards in the Classified Service. (10) To elect at the regular 
monthly meeting in April of each year one of its members to serve as 
Chairman of the Board for the ensuing twelve months. Should the Per- 
sonnel Board fail to elect the Chairman within thirty days after the regu- 
lar monthly meeting in April of each year, then such a Chairman shall 
be elected by the Supervisory Committee of the Mobile County Personnel 
Board. (11) Whenever by law or Rules of the Personnel Board any posi- 
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tions in the service of Mobile County or of any municipality or of any 
other Appointing Authority within Mobile County, are duly transferred 
to and designated as positions in the Classified Service, or whenever a 
municipality or other Appointing Authority shall hereafter become 
subject to the provisions of this Act, if such municipality or Appointing 
Authority at the time of becoming subject to this Act had in its employ- 
ment employes or appointees in positions within the Classified Service, as 
defined in this Act, the Personnel Board may, in its discretion, continue 
any or all persons employed by the county, a municipality, or other 
Appointing Authority in the same positions which they, respectively, 
held when such positions became subject to this Act, without examina- 
tion. Such employes shall thereby be given a permanent. status and their 
continued employment, pp oto and discharges shall in all matters be 
subject to and governed by this Act. It is the intent of this Act that all 
present employes or appointees of the County, any Municipality, Agency 
or other Appointing Authority who were not in the Classified Service 
po to the passage of this Act, may in the Personnel Board’s discretion, 

e blanketed in the Classified Service and continue to hold the same posi- 
tion, with they, respectively, held when such positions became subject to 
this Act. The Board shall also have the authority, functions, and duties 
as in other sections of this Act provided.”

A BILL 


TO BE ENTITLED 
AN ACT 


Proposing an Amendment to the Constitution of Alabama relating 
to legislative apportionment. 


Be It Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 


Sections 1. The following Amendment to the Constitution of Ala- 
bama 1901 is proposed and shall become valid as a part thereof when 
approved and proclaimed as prescribed by law. 


PROPOSED AMENDMENT 


1. The senate of the legislature shall be composed of thirty-five (35) 
senators. 


2. The state is hereby divided into twenty-five (25) senatorial dis- 
tricts, each of which shall be entitled to the number of senators herein in- 
dicated and from which districts senators shall be elected at large by the 
electors of the whole district, but in each district entitled to more than 
one senator, each place shall be numbered and each candidate for office 
shall designate in the announcement of his candidacy the number of the 
place for which he is a candidate; provided, however, no person shall be 
a candidate for more than one place: Jefferson, six; Mobile, Baldwin, 
four; Washington, Choctaw, Marengo, Clarke, one; Montgomery, two; 
Chilton, Autauga, Dallas, one; Lowndes, Butler, Crenshaw, Covington, 
one; Wilcox, Monroe, Conecuh, Escambia, one; Tuscaloosa, one; Marion, 
Franklin, Colbert, one; Fayette, Lamar, Pickens, Sumter, Greene, one; 
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Hale, Perry, Bibb, Shelby, one; Laudardale, Lawrence, Winston, one; 
Cullman, Walker, one; Madison, two; Morgan, Limestone, one; Jackson, 
DeKalb, Cherokee, one; Etowah, one; Calhoun, one; Talladega, Cleburne, 
Clay, Coosa, one; Blount, Marshall, St. Clair, one; Chambers, Lee, 
Randolph, one; Tallapoosa, Elmore, Macon, one; Russell, Barbour, Henry, 
one; Bullock, Pike, Coffee, Geneva, one; Houston, Dale, one. 


3. The provisions hereof shall be effective for the election of sena- 
tors at the general election of 1966, and until the senate is reapportioned 
in accordance with the provisions of the Alabama Constitution. 


4, On the first day or within one week thereafter of the regular ses- 
sion of the legislature in 1971, and every fifth regular session thereafter, 
it shall be the duty of the president of the senate to appoint a reappor- 
tionment committee consisting of nine senators, not more than one to be 
selected from one district, whose duty it shall be to tabulate the combined 
population totals of the then existing districts and determine the average 
size senatorial district (determined by dividing the number of senators 
then existing into the total population of the state). The committee then 
shall allocate to each of the existing senatorial districts a number of 
senators equal to the quotient obtained by dividing the population figure 
of the average senatorial district into the total population of the separate 
county or counties constituting a single senatorial district. Provided, 
however, if any of the existing senatorial districts have a population of 
less than, or more than fifteen percent of the population of the average 
district, it shall then be the duty of the reapportionment committee to 
reconstitute senatorial districts of the state to produce districts with a 
total population of not less than fifteen percent of the average size 
senatorial district and not more than fifteen percent of the average size 
senatorial district. The committee shall report, in writing, its determina- 
tions to the president of the senate by not later than the first Tuesday in 
July, 1971, and every fifth regular session thereafter. The president of the 
senate shall certify the result of the determination of the reapportion- 
ment committee to the secretary of state not later than one week follow- 
ing receipt of such report. The senatorial districts created by the de- 
terminations made and the number of senators apportioned to each dis- 
trict as hereinabove provided for shall serve to constitute such districts 
in the same manner as though such districts and senatorial apportion- 
ments were effected by a valid state statute. 


5. This article of amendment is self-executing and no enabling legis- 
lation shall be necessary to make it effective. 


Section 2. An election upon the proposed amendment is ordered to 
be held on the first Tuesday after the expiration of three months from 
final adjournment of the current session of the legisiature. The election 
shall be held in accordance with the provisions of Sections 284 and 285 
of the Constitution of Alabama, as amended, and Chapter i, Articie i3, 
Title 17 of the Code of Alabama 1940. 


Section 3. Notice of the election_and of the proposed amendment 
shall be given by proclamation of the Governor, which proclamation anet 
be published once a week for four successive weeks next precedin 
day appointed for the election in a newspaper in each county o the 
state.

Thereafter, all funds and monies 
designated by law for use in the construction, repair and maintenance of 
county roads and bridges in Winston County to which Winston County 
may be entitled, whether from the proceeds of the state gasoline tax, the 
motor vehicle license tax, or other state tax, or any federal aid accruals, 
or from any other source whatsoever, shall be paid to the county govern- 
ing body of Winston County by the appropriate county or state official. 


Section 3. When this Act becomes effective, the state highway 
department shall transfer and turn over to the county governing body 
of Winston County road equipment, machinery and supplies of like kind 
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and equal in value to the road equipment, machinery and supplies which 
Winston County was required to transfer and turn over to the state 
highway department in accordance with Act No. 111, H. 183, Regular 
Session 1957 (Acts 1957, p. 148), which required the state highway de- 
partment to construct, repair and maintain roads and bridges in Winston 
County. 


Section 4. All persons employed by the state highway department 
in the construction, repair and maintenance of county roads and bridges 
in Winston County upon the adoption of this Act shall cease to be em- 
ployees of the state highway department, shall no longer be subject to 
the State Merit System Law, and shall insofar as is practical continue 
to be employed by the county in the construction, repair and mainten- 
ance of county roads and bridges in the county, subject to the approval 
of the county governing body. 


Section 5. Any contract for the construction, repair or maintenance 
of county roads and bridges in Winston County entered into by the state 
highway department prior to the adoption of this Act shall remain in full 
force and effect until the terms thereof have been complied with. 


Section 6. All outstanding financial obligations which were in- 
curred prior to the adoption of this Act for the construction, repair, or 
maintenance of county roads and bridges in Winston County shall, upon 
the adoption of this Act, become outstanding financial obligations of 
Winston County, and shall be retired or paid in accordance with the 
terms under which such indebtedness was incurred. 


Section 7. After this Act becomes effective the roads and bridges 
of Winston County shall be constructed, repaired, and maintained on 
the basis of the county as a unit and without regard to district lines. 
No county personnel or equipment shall be allocated or used in con- 
struction, repair, and maintenance of county roads and bridges on any 
basis other than the county as a unit. 


Section 8. The Geb governing body shail appoint a county engi- 
neer, who shall possess all the qualifcations prescribed for county en- 
gineers by the general laws of Alabama and who shall perform all the 
duties thereby required of county engineers. The engineer’s salary shall 
be fixed and be payable in the manner described in the general law for 
fixing and paying the salary of county engineers. 


Section 9. The provisions of this Act are severable. If any part of 
the Act is declared invalid or unconstitutional, such declaration shall 
not affect the part which remains. 


Section 10. Act No. 111, H. 188, Regular Session 1957 (acts of Ala- 
bama, 1957, p. 148), and all other laws or parts of laws in conflict with 
the provisions of this Act, are hereby repealed. 


Section 11. The provisions of this Act shall become operative only 
if approved by a majority of the electors of Winston County, voting in a 
referendum to be held on the same day on which the first county-wide 
primary, general, or special election is held after this Act becomes law. 
The county governing body of Winston County shall order and provide 
for the holding of the referendum on such date. On the ballots to be 
used at the election the question shall be stated substantially as follows: 
“Shall the provisions of Act No. —................ of the 1965 Regular Session 
of the Legislature, approved the ......___ day of , 1965, which 
provides for the transfer from the State Highway Department to the 
county governing body of Winston County of certain duties relative to 
the construction, maintenance and repair of roads and bridges in Winston 
County, be adopted? Yes ( ), No (_ ).” If a majority of the votes cast 
in the election are “Yes,” then the provisions of this Act shall become 
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operative immediately. If the majority are “No,” this Act shall have no 
further effect. The results of the election shall be certified by the probate 
judge - the Secretary of State, who shall make a permanent record 
thereof.

authority and to amend the remaining part of said section. 


Be It Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 


Section 1: Section 2 of Act No. 625, H. 1002, Regular Session 1965 
entitled “An Act to provide for the sale and transfer of the assets and 
facilities and for the merger and dissolution of public improvement au- 
thorities in counties having a population of 500,000 or more according to 
the last or any subsequent federal census which have been or may be 
created or organized under Chapter 3, of Title 50, of the 1958 Recompiled 
Code of Alabama (General Acts 1935, page 72, as amended by General 
Acts, 1956, 2nd Extra Session, page 359, and by General Acts, 1957, page 
611); and to provide for the payment or assumption of all obligations of 
such authority or authorities in the event of any such merger, sale or 
dissolution” is amended to read as follows: 


“Section 2: Chapter 3 of Title 50 of the 1958 Recompiled Code of 
Alabama (and General Acts 1935, Page 72) is amended by adding thereto 
the following as Title 50, Section 38(1) of the 1958 Recompiled Code of 
Alabama [and will be Section 23(1) of Act No. 40, Regular Session 1935, 
approved February 7, 1935]: ‘Section 38(1), Any authority created and 
organized under this Chapter in counties having a population of 500,000 
or more, according to the last or any subsequent federal decennial cen- 
sus, may sell, transfer and convey its entire water system, under the 
provisions of Section 40 of this Chapter (Title 50, Section 40 of the 1940 
Code of Alabama as amended by Act No. 837, S. B. 591, Regular Session 
1965, approved September 2, 1965), Only with the approval of a majority 
of the qualified electors voting in those voting boxes, the territory of 
which are in whole or in part within the territory of the said authority. 
No proposal for such sale, transfer and conveyance shall be submitted to 
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such electors until and unless a definitive contract has been .entered 
into contingent upon an approval of a majority of such electors voting 
in an election to be called and held for the purpose of submitting such 
proposal. Upon execution of any such contract or agreement, the trustees 
of such authority shall adopt a resolution requesting that the Probate 
Judge of the county in which such authority is located cause the ques- 
tion of approval of such proposed contract to be submitted to a vote of 
Feta electors, which issue shall be submitted in substantially the follow- 
ing form: 


Shall the contract providing for the sale, transfer and conveyance 
of the entire water system of the (name of improvement authority) 
to (name of proposed vendee or transferee) be approved? 


and provision made for the casting of an affirmative or negative vote. 
Upon receipt of a certified copy of such resolution, the Probate Judge 
shall designate the day for the holding of a special election on such 
question, which said election shall be held not less than thirty (30) days 
nor more than one hundred twenty (120) days next following the execu- 
tion of such contract, but shall be held at the next general, special or 
local election otherwise being held if said next general, special or local 
election is to be held within said time. Not less than ten days prior to 
such election, said Probate Judge shall cause a notice of such election 
together with a true and correct copy of such contract or agreement to 
be posted in at least three public places within the authority’s territory. 
The provisions of the election law covering the registration of voters, 
equipment of polling places, furnishing or supplies, appointment of 
election officers, and voting and canvassing of returns at a general 
election shall apply to such election. The cost of such election shall be 
paid by the governing body of the county in which such authority is 
located, but such county shall be reimbursed for such cost by the au- 
thority or by the vendee or transferee to whom the water system of the 
authority is being sold, transferred or conveyed.

Relating to cities having a population of not less than 70,000 nor more 
than 120,000 according to the last or any subsequent federal decennial 
census; providing for the planning, design, location, financing, acquisi- 
tion of property for, construction, alteration, enlargement, use, main- 
tenance, operation, and fostering of off-street automobile parking facili- 
ties in such cities. 


Be It Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 


Section 1. It is hereby determined and declared that in cities hav- 
ing a population of not less than 70,000 nor more than 120,000, according 
to the last or any subsequent federal decennial census, that the free cir- 
culation of traffic of all kinds through the streets of said municipalities 
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within this state, necessary to the health, safety and general welfare of 
the public; that in recent years the greatly increased use by the public 
of motor vehicles of all kinds has caused serious traffic congestion in 
streets of said municipalities; that the parking of motor vehicles in the 
streets has contributed to this congestion; that such congestion prevents 
the free flow of traffic in, through and from such municipalities, im- 
pedes the rapid and effective fighting of fires and disposition of police 
force, threatens irreparable loss in the values of urban property within 
said cities which can no longer be readily reached by vehicular traffic 
and endangers the health, safety and welfare of the general public; that 
this traffic congestion is not capable of being adequately abated except 
by provisions of sufficient off-street parking facilities; that adequate off- 
street parking facilities have not been provided and parking spaces now 
existing must be forthwith supplemented by off-street parking facilities 
provided by public undertaking; and that the enactment of the provi- 
sions of this Act is hereby declared to be a public necessity. 


Section 2. The council or other governing body within the State of 
Alabama, having a population of not less than 70,000 nor more than 120,- 
000 according to the last or any subsequent federal decennial census, is 
hereby authorized and empowered to acquire, receive, take and hold, 
whether by purchase, gift, lease, devise, or otherwise, property of every 
description, whether real, personal or mixed, and to manage said prop- 
erty and to develop any undeveloped property owned, leased or con- 
trolled by such city for the purposes hereinafter set out; to execute such 
contracts and other instruments and to take such other action as may be 
necessary and convenient to carry out the provisions of this Act or to 
exercise the power granted hereunder; to plan, establish, acquire, con- 
struct, enlarge, improve, maintain, equip, operate, regulate and protect 
parking facilities; to lease or let such facilities or any one or more of 
them to such tenant or tenants for such term, or terms, at such com- 
pensation or rental as the council or other governing body may from 
time to time direct; to issue interest bearing revenue bonds payable 
from the limited sources hereinafter referred to; to pledge for payment. 
of such bonds any revenues or funds which such bonds are made payable; 
to make and enter into contracts, leases and agreements incidental to 
or necessary for the accomplishment of any purpose or purposes au- 
thorized by this Act; to make and enforce rules and regulations govern- 
ing the use of any parking facilities owned or controlled by said city; 
to cooperate with the State, any County, city, town, public corporation, 
agency, department, or political subdivision of the State, and to make 
such contracts with them or any of them as the council or other govern- 
ing body may deem advisable to accomplish the purposes of this Act; to 
receive and accept grants for or in aid of the construction, extension im- 
provement, maintenance or operation of any parking facility from the 
United States of America or any agency thereof, from the state, any 
department or agency thereof and any political subdivision thereof and 
to receive and accept money, property, labor or other things of value 
from any source whatsoever; and to do any and all things necessary or 
convenient for the exercise of any power herein granted. 


Section 3. The council or other governing body is hereby specifical- 
ly authorized to lease any said parking facilities constructed under the 
provisions of this Act; provided, however, that prior to leasing any such 
parking facility the council or other governing body must determine 
and find the following: the amount necessary in each year to pay the 
principal of and the interest on the bonds proposed to be issued to 
finance such project; the amount necessary to be paid each year into any 
reserve fund which the council or other governing body may deem it 
advisable to establish in connection with the retirement of said bonds 
and the maintenance of said parking facility or facilities; and, unless the 
terms under which the project is to be leased, provided that the lessee 
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shall maintain the project and carry all proper insurance (including 
liability insurance) with respect thereto, the estimated cost of maintain- 
ing the parking facility in good repair and keeping it properly insured. 
The lease agreement shall provide for the payment of rentals based on 
such findings and determinations as are sufficient (a) to pay the prin- 
ciple of and interest on the bonds issued to finance the parking facility, 
(b) to build up and maintain any reserves deemed by the council or 
other governing body to be advisable in connection therewith, (c) unless 
the agreement of lease obligates the lessee to pay for the maintenance 
and proper insurance (including liability insurance) of the parking 
facility, to pay the cost of maintaining the parking facility in good re- 
pair and keeping it properly insured. The lease agreement may, at the 
discretion of the council or other governing body, contain provisions 
prescribing minimum operating hours, maximum charges to be collected 
by the operator, and other terms to be observed by the lessee. 


Section 4. The principal of and interest on any bonds issued under 
this Act shall be secured by a pledge of the revenues out of which such 
bonds may be made payable and may be secured by a mortgage cover- 
ing all or any part of any project or projects from which the revenues so 
pledged may be derived, and may be secured by a pledge of the lease of 
such project. The proceedings under which such bonds are authorized 
to be issued or any such mortgage may contain any agreements and 
provisions customarily contained in instruments securing bonds, in- 
cluding, without limiting the generality of the foregoing, provisions re- 
specting the fixing and collection of rents for any project covered by 
such proceedings or mortgage, the terms to be included in the lease of 
such project, the maintenance and issuance of such project, the creation 
and maintenance of special funds from the revenues from such projects, 
and the rights and remedies available in event of default of the bond 
holders or to the trustee under a mortgage, all as the governing body 
shall deem advisable and as shall not be in conflict with the provisions 
of this Act; provided, however, that in making any such agreements or 
provisions a municipality shall not have the power to obligate itself 
except with respect to the project and the application of the revenues 
therefrom and shall not have the power to incur a pecuniary liability or a 
charge upon its general credit or against its taxing powers. The pro- 
ceedings authorizing any bonds hereunder and any mortgage securing 
such bonds may provided that, in the event of default in payment of the 
principal of or the interest on such bonds or in the performance of any 
agreement contained in such proceedings or mortgage, such payment and 
performance may be enforced by mandamus or by the appointment of a 
receiver in equity with power to charge and collect rents and to apply 
the revenues from the project in accordance with such proceedings or the 
provisions of such mortgage. Any such mortgage may provide aiso that, 
in the event of default in such payment or the violation of any agree- 
ment contained in the mortgage, the mortgage may: be foreclosed either 
by sale at public outcry or by proceedings in equity, and may provide 
that any trustee under such mortgage or the holder of any of the bonds 
secured thereby may become the purchaser at any foreclosure sale if 
the highest bidder therefor. No breach of any such agreement shall im- 
pose any pecuniary liabilty upon a municipality or any charge under its 
general credit or against its taxing powers. 


_ Section 5. Any bonds issued hereunder and at any time outstand- 
ing may at any time and from time to time be refunded by a municipality 
by the issuance of its refunding bonds in such amount as the governing 
body may deem necessary but not exceeding any amount sufficient to 
refund the principal of the bonds so to be refunded, together with any un- 
paid interest thereon and any premiums and commissions necessary to 
be paid in connection therewith. Any such refunding may be effected 
whether the bonds to be refunded shall have then matured or shall

thereafter mature, either by sale of the refunding bonds and the appli- 
cation of the proceeds thereof for the payment of the bonds to be re- 
funded thereby, or by exchange of the refunding bonds for the bonds to 
be refunded thereby; provided, that the holders of any bonds so to be 
refunded shall not be compelled without their consent to surrender 
their bonds for payment or exchange prior to the date on which they 
are payable, or if they are called for redemption, prior to the date on 
which they are by their terms subject to redemption. Any refunding 
bonds issued under the authority of this Act shall be payable solely 
from the revenues out of which the bonds to be refunded thereby were 
payable, and shall be subject to the provisions contained in Section 4 
of this Act, and may be secured in accordance with the provisions of 
Section 3 of this Act. 


Section 6. The proceeds from the sale of any bonds issued under 
authority of this Act shall be applied only for the purpose for which 
the bonds were issued; provided, however, that any accrued interest 
and premium received in any such sale shall be applied to the payment 
of the principal of or the interest on the bonds sold; and provided, fur- 
ther, that if for any reason any portion of such proceeds shall not be 
needed for the purpcse for which the bonds were issued, then such 
unneeded portion of said proceeds shall be applied to the payment of 
the principal of or the interest on said bonds. The cost of acquiring any 
project shall be deemed to include the following: the actual cost of the 
construction of any part of a project which may be constructed, includ- 
ing architect’s and engineer’s fees; the purchase price of any part of a 
project that may be acquired by purchase; all expenses in connection 
with the authorization, sale and issuance of the bonds to finance such 
acquisition; and the interest on such bonds for a reasonable time prior 
to construction, during construction, and for not exceeding six months 
after completion of construction. 


Section 7. Any municipality subject to the provisions of this Act 
may pay out of its general funds or otherwise contribute any part of 
the costs of acquiring a project, and may use land already owned by the 
municipality, or in which the municipality has an equity, for construc- 
tion thereof of a project; and the municipality may accept donations of 
property to be used as a part of any project and money to be used for 
defraying any part of the cost of any project. 


Section 8. Bonds issued under the provisions of this Act shall be 
legal investments for savings banks and insurance companies organized 
under the laws of this state. 


Section 9. The bonds authorized by this Act and the income there- 
from, all mortgages executed as security therefor, all lease agreements 
made pursuant to the provisions hereof, and all projects and the revenues 
derived from any lease thereof shall be exempt from all taxation in the 
state of Alabama. 


Section 10. Neither this Act nor anything herein contained shall 
be construed as a restriction or limitation upon any powers which a 
municipality might otherwise have under any laws of this state, but shall 
be construed as cumulative; and this Act shall not be construed as re- 
quiring an election by the voters of a municipality prior to the issuance 
of bonds hereunder by such municipality. 


Section 11. If any section, provision, or clause of this act shall be 
declared invalid or unconstitutional, such declaration shall not affect 
the part or parts which remain. 


Section 12. This Act shall become effective immediately upon its

A BILL 
TO BE ENTITLED 
AN ACT 


Relating to cities having a population of not less than 70,000 nor 
more than 120,000 according to the last or any subsequent federal decen- 
nial census; providing for the planning, design, location, financing, ac- 
quisition of property for, construction, alteration, enlargement, use, 
maintenance, operation, and fostering of off-street automobile parking 
facilities in such cities. 


Be It Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 


Section 1. It is hereby determined and declared that in cities 
having a population of not less than 70,000 nor more than 120,000, ac- 
cording to the last or any subsequent federal decennial census, that the 
free circulation of traffic of all kinds through the streets of said muni- 
cipalities within this state is necessary to the health, safety and general 
welfare of the public; that in recent years the greatly increased use by 
the public of motor vehicles of all kinds has caused serious traffic con- 
gestion in streets of said municipalities; that the parking of motor 
vehicles in the streets has contributed to this congestion; that such 
congestion prevents the free flow of traffic in, through and from such 
municipalities, impedes the rapid and effective fighting of fires and 
disposition of police force, threatens irreparable loss in the values of 
urban property within said cities which can no longer be readily reached 
by vehicular traffic and endangers the health, safety and welfare of the 
general public; that this traffic congestion is not capable of being ade- 
quately abated except by provisions of sufficient off-street parking 
facilities; that adequate off-street parking facilities have not been pro- 
vided and parking spaces now existing must be forthwith supplemented 
by off-street parking facilities provided by public undertaking; and that 
the enactment of the provisions of this Act is hereby declared to be a 
public necessity. This Act shall apply only to such cities. 


Section 2. The council or other governing body of all cities within 
the State of Alabama, having a population of not less than 70,000 nor 
more than 120,000 according to the last or any subsequent federal decen- 
nial census, is hereby authorized and empowered to acquire, receive, take 
and hold, whether by purchase, gift, lease, devise, or otherwise, property 
of every description, whether real, personal or mixed, and to manage 
said property and to develop any undeveloped property owned, leased or 
controlled by such city for the purposes hereinafter set out; to execute 
such contracts and other instruments and to take such other action as 
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may be necessary and convenient to carry out the provisions of this Act 
or to exercise the power granted hereunder; to plan, establish, acquire, 
construct, enlarge, improve, maintain, equip, operate, regulate and protect 
parking facilities; to lease or let such facilities or any one or more 
of them to such tenant or tenants for such term, or terms, at such com- 
pensation or rental as the council or other governing body may from 
time to time direct; to issue interest bearing revenue bonds payable 
from the limited sources hereinafter referred to; to pledge for payment 
of such bonds any revenues or funds which such bonds are made pay- 
able; to make and enter into contracts, leases and agreements incidental 
to or necessary for the accomplishment of any purpose or purposes au- 
thorized by this Act; to make and enforce rules and regulations govern- 
ing the use of any parking facilities owned or controlled by said city; 
to cooperate with the State, any County, city, town, public, corporation, 
agency, department, or political subdivision of the State, and to make 
such contracts with them or any of them as the council or other govern- 
ing body may deem advisable to accomplish the purposes of this Act; 
to receive and accept grants for or in aid of the construction, extension 
improvement, maintenance or operation of any parking facility from the 
United States of America or any agency thereof, from the state, any 
department or agency thereof and any political subdivision thereof and 
to receive and accept money, property, labor or other things of value 
from any source whatsoever; and to do any and all things necessary or 
convenient for the exercise of any power herein granted. 


Section 3. The council or other governing body of any such city is 
hereby specifically authorized to lease any said parking facilities con- 
structed under the provisions of this Act; provided, however, that prior 
to leasing any such parking facility the council or other governing body 
must determine and find the following: the amount necessary in each 
year to pay the principal of and the interest on the bonds proposed to be 
issued to finance such project; the amount necessary to be paid each year 
into any reserve fund which the council or other governing body may 
deem it advisable to establish in connection with the retirement of said 
bonds and the maintenance of said parking facility of facilities; and, 
unless the terms under which the project is to be leased, provided that 
the lessee shall maintain the project and carry all proper insurance 
(including liability insurance) with respect thereto, the estimated cost of 
maintaining the parking facility in good repair and keeping it properly 
insured. The lease agreement shall provide for the payment of rentals 
based on such findings and determinations as are sufficient (a) to pay 
the principal of and interest on the bonds issued to finance the parking 
facility, (b) to build up and maintain any reserves deemed by the coun- 
cil or other governing body te be advisable in connection therewith, 
(c) unless the agreement of lease obligates the lessee to pay for the 
maintenance ahd. proper insurance (including Hapility insurance) of the 
parking facility, to pay the cost of maintaining the parking facility in 
good repair and keeping it properly insured. The lease agreement may, at 
the discretion of the council or other governing body, contain provisions 
prescribing minimum operating hours, maximum charges to be collected 
by the operator, and other terms to be observed by the lessee. 


Section 4. The principal of and interest on any bonds issued under 
this Act shall be secured by a pledge of the revenues out of which such 
bonds may be made payable and may be secured by a mortgage cover- 
ing all or any part of any project or projects from which the revenues 
so pledged may be derived, and may be secured by a pledge of the lease 
of such project. The proceedings under which such bonds are authorized 
to be issued or any such mortgage may contain any agreements and pro- 
visions customarily contained in instruments securing bonds, including, 
without limiting the generality of the foregoing, provisions respecting 
the fixing and collection of rents for any project covered by such pro- 
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ceedings or mortgage, the terms to be included in the lease of such 
project, the maintenance and issuance of such project, the creation and 
maintenance of special funds from the revenues from such project, and 
the rights and remedies available in event of default of the bond holders 
or to the trustee under a mortgage, all as the governing body shall deem 
advisable and as shall not be in conflict with the provisions of this Act; 
provided, however, that in making any such agreements or provisions a 
municipality shall not have the power to obligate itself except with re- 
spect to the project and the application of the revenues therefrom and 
shall not have the power to incur a pecuniary liability or a charge upon 
its general credit or against its taxing powers. The proceedings au- 
thorizing any bonds hereunder and any mortgage securing such bonds 
may provide that, in the event of default in payment of the principal of 
or the interest on such bonds or in the performance of any agreement 
contained in such proceedings or mortgage, such payment and perform- 
ance may be enforced by mandamus or by the appointment of a receiver 
in equity with power to charge and collect rents and to apply the 
revenues from the project in accordance with such proceedings or the 
provisions of such mortgage. Any such mortgage may provide also that, 
in the event of default in such payment or the violation of any agree- 
ment contained in the mortgage, the mortgage may be foreclosed either 
by sale at public outcry or by proceedings in equity, and may provide 
that any trustee under such mortgage or the holder of any of the bonds 
secured thereby may become the purchaser at any foreclosure sale if the 
highest bidder therefor. No breach of any such agreement shall impose 
any pecuniary liability upon a municipality or any charge under its 
general credit or against its taxing powers. 


Section 5. Any bonds issued hereunder and at any time outstand- 
ing may at any time and from time to time be refunded by any such 
city by the issuance of its refunding bonds in such amount as the govern- 
ing body may deem necessary but not exceeding any amount sufficient 
to refund the principal of the bonds so to be refunded, together with 
any unpaid interest thereon and any premiums and commissions neces- 
sary to be paid in connection therewith. Any such refunding may be 
effected whether the bonds to be refunded shall have then matured or 
shall thereafter mature, either by sale of the refunding bonds and the 
application of the proceeds thereof for the payment of the bonds to be 
refunded thereby, or by exchange of the refunding bonds for the bonds 
to be refunded thereby; provided, that the holders of any bonds so to 
be refunded shall not be compelled without their consent to surrender 
their bonds for payment or exchange prior to the date on which they 
are payable, or if they are called for redemption, prior to the date on 
which they are by their terms subject to redemption. Any refunding 
bonds issued under the authority of this Act shall be payable solely 
from the revenues out of which the bonds to be refunded thereby were 
payable, and shall be subject to the provisions contained in Section 4 of 
this Act, and may be secured in accordance with the provisions of Sec- 
tion 3 of this Act. 


Section 6. The proceeds from the sale of any bonds issued under 
authority of this Act shall be applied only for the purpose for which 
the bonds were issued; provided, however, that any accrued interest and 
premium received in any such sale shall be applied to the payment of 
the principal of or the interest on the bonds sold; and provided, further, 
that if for any reason any portion of such proceeds shall not be needed 
for the purpose for which the bonds were issued, then such unneeded 
portion of said proceeds shall be applied to the payment of the principal 
of or the interest on said bonds. The cost of acquiring any project shall 
be deemed to include the following: the actual cost of the construction 
of any part of a project which may be constructed, including architect’s 
and engineer’s fees; the purchase price of any part of a project that may 
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be acquired by purchase; all expenses in connection with the authoriza- 
tion, sale and issuance of the bonds to finance such acquisition; and the 
interest on such bonds for a reasonable time prior to construction, during 
construction, and for not exceeding six months after completion of con- 


struction. 


Section 7. Any such city subject to the provisions of this Act may 
pay out of its general funds or otherwise contribute any part of the 
costs of acquiring a project, and may use land already owned by the 
municipality, or in which the municipality has an equity, for construc- 
tion thereof of a project; and the municipality may accept donations of 
property to be used as a part of any project and money to be used for 
defraying any part of the cost of any project; provided, however, that 
where revenue bonds are issued, or to be issued, such city shall make no 
contribution of money or property nor obligate itself to make any contri- 
bution of money or property which would cause such bonds to be debts 
within the meaning of section 225 of the Constitution of the State of 
Alabama or bonds within the meaning of section 222 of the Constitution 
of the State of Alabama. 


Section 8. Bonds issued under the provisions of this Act shall be 
legal investments for banks and insurance companies organized under 
the laws of this state. 


Section 9. The bonds authorized by this Act and the income there- 
from, all mortgages executed as security therefor, all lease agreements 
made pursuant to the provisions hereof, and all projects and the revenues 
derived from any lease thereof shall be exempt from all taxation in the 
state of Alabama. 


Section 10. Neither this Act nor anything herein contained shall be 
construed as a restriction or limitation upon any powers which a muni- 
cipality might otherwise have under any laws of this state, but shall be 
construed as cumulative; and this Act shall not be construed as requiring 
an election by the voters of a municipality prior to the issuance of bonds 
hereunder by such municipality unless required by the Constitution of 
the State of Alabama. 

Section 11. If any section, provision, or clause of this act shall be 


declared invalid or unconstitutional, such declaration shall not affect the 
part or parts which remain. 


Section 12. This Act shall become effective immediately upon its 
passaee and approval by the Governor, or upon its otherwise becoming 
a law.

A BILL 
TO BE ENTITLED 
AN ACT 


To amend Act No. 881, H. 699, Regular Session 1965, approved Sep- 
tember 3, 1965, an Act establishing a state department of mental health, 
so as to regulate further the authority of the Mental Health Board in re- 
gard to certain organizations, and so as to clarify the powers of the board 
in regard to the establishment of merit system plans. 


Be It Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 


Section 1. Section 9 of Act No. 881, H. 699, Regular Session 1965, 
approved September 3, 1965, an Act establishing a state department of 
Mental health, is amended to read as follows: 


“Section 9. Mental Health Services; Definitions. The Alabama Mental 
Health Board is hereby authorized to act in any prudent way to provide 
mental health services for the people of Alabama; provided, that nothing 
in this Act shall be construed as conferring on such Board authority to 
enter into any agreement, compact, or contract with the World Health 
Organization or the United Nations or any agency or subsidiary of either 
such organization, and any agreement, compact, or contract with either 
such organization or any agency or subsidiary thereof is expressly pro- 
hibited. As used in this Act ‘mental health services’ are defined to be 
diagnosis of, treatment of, rehabilitation for, follow-up care of, preven- 
tion of, and research into the causes of all forms of mental or emotional 
illness, including but not limited to alcoholism, drug addiction, epilepsy, 
or mental retardation. As used in this Act ‘patients’ is defined as those 
persons afflicted with mental or emotional illness; and ‘Board’ means 
Alabama Mental Health Board.” 


Section 2. Section 10 of said Act No. 881 of 1965 is amended to read 
as follows: 


“Section 10. Additional powers of the Board. The Alabama Mental 
Health Board is given hereby the following additional and cumulative 
powers: (1) It is authorized and directed to set up State plans for the 
purpose of controlling and treating any and all forms of mental and emo- 
tional illness, and shall divide the State into regions, districts, areas, or 
zones, which need not be geographic areas, but shall be areas for the 
purpose of establishing priorities and programs, and for organizational 
and administrative purposes. 
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“(2) It is designated and authorized to supervise, coordinate, and 
establish standards for all operations and activities of the State related 
to mental health and the providing of mental health services; and it is 
authorized to receive and administer Bey funds available from any 
source for the purpose of acquiring building sites for, constructing, 
equipping, maintaining, or operating mental health centers or facilities 
or institutions for the purpose of providing mental health services; pro- 
vided, however, that the State Board of Health is designated as the 
single and sole State agency to receive and administer any Federal funds 
available under Public Law 88-164, approved October 31, 1963, or any 
other Federal funds which are available now, or which may become 
available in the future, for construction of facilities for providing mental 
health services. 


“(3) It is hereby designated as the single State agency of the 
State of Alabama to receive and administer any and all funds available 
from any source for the purpose of training, research, and education in 
regard to all forms of mental and emotional illness. 


“(4) It is hereby authorized to enter into contracts with any other 
State or Federal agency, or with any private person, organization, or 
group capable of contracting, if it finds such action to be in the public 
interest. However, a resident of Alabama shall not be transferred from a 
state institution or facility to any institution or facility outside the 
State of Alabama, by contract or otherwise. Provided, that with the 
consent of the members of his immediate family a resident of this State 
may be transferred to a mental hospital or other facility of another 
State if the members of the patient’s immediately family have removed 
to the other State. 


“(5) It may, in its discretion, develop a program for the care of 
aged patients and operate, in any area of the State, nursing homes which 
shall care for and treat patients that require primary treatment for their 
geriatric infirmities; such nursing homes operated by the Board shall 
meet the standards duly promulgated by the State Board of Health and 
shall be licensed under its authority. The Board is further authorized to 
transfer such geriatric patients to private nursing homes within the 
State of Alabama if it finds such action to be in the public interest. 
Provided, that with the consent of the members of his immediate family 
a resident of this State may be transferred to a mental hospital or other 
facility of another State if the members of the patient’s immediate 
family have removed to the other State. 


“(6) It is hereby authorized to appoint advisory councils as needed 
from among those leaders in disciplifies concerned with mental and 
emotional illness, or from the public generally, to advise it in regard to 
pians, programs, and reguiations. ‘The State Mental Healih Officer. is ex- 
officio chairman of these advisory councils and shall call meetings when 
advice is needed or when a majority of any such advisory council re- 
quests a meeting. 


“(7) The members of such advisory councils shall be entitled to be 
reimbursed for mileage expenses, not to exceed the amount prescribed by 
State law for attending meetings called by the State Mental Health 
Officer. Such sums as are necessary to meet these mileage expenses are 
hereby appropriated from the Alabama Special Mental Health Fund and 
shall be paid on warrants signed by the State Mental Health Officer. 


“(8) The Alabama Mental Health Board is hereby authorized and 
directed to establish and promulgate reasonable rules, policies, orders, 
and regulations providing details of carrying out its duties and respon- 
sibilities, including by-laws for its own organization, government, and 
procedures. 
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“(9) It is authorized and directed to purchase or lease land or 
acquire property by eniment domain, and to purchase, lease, rent, sale, 
exchange, or otherwise transfer property, land, buildings, or equipment 
in order to carry out its duties and responsibilities. 


“(10) It is authorized and directed to determine reasonable fees 
for services which it makes available to the public, and it shall collect 
such fees unless, on application and investigation, it is determined that 
the person receiving such services is unable to pay the established fee, 
and, in such case, such amount as he is able to pay will be collected. 


“(11) It is authorized and directed to establish and promulgate 
reasonable minimum standards for the construction and operation of 
facilities, including reasonable minimum standards for the admission, 
diagnosis, care, treatment, transfer of patients and their records, and also 
including reasonable minimum standards for providing day care, out- 
patient care, emergency care, inpatient care and follow-up care when 
such care is provided for persons with mental or emotional illness. 


“(12) It is authorized to inspect any institution or facility providing 
any kind of treatment or care for those suffering from mental or emo- 
tional illness and shall certify any such institution or facility which meets 
its minimum standards to the State Board of Health. 


“(13) The State Board of Health may issue a license to operate 
such facilities or institutions as may be established under the provisions 
of this Act upon recommendation of the Board and upon certification by 
said Board that such facility or institution is in compliance with rules 
and regulations promulgated by said Board and approved by said State 
Board of Health. 


“(14) It is authorized to establish and collect reasonable fees for 
necessary inspection services incidental to certification of compliance. 


“(15) It is authorized and directed to hold such meetings as are 
convenient and necessary to carry out its duties and responsibilities at 
such places as it may direct, and a quorum consisting of any seven 
members of the board of trustees shall be competent to act at all 
regular or special meetings. Special meetings may be called by the 
Chairman of the Board, by the State Mental Health Officer, or by any 
seven members of the Board upon giving a week’s notice to every 
member of the Board, and stating in the call the purpose of the meeting. 


“(16) It is authorized and directed to provide hearings for anyone 
claiming to be damaged by decisions of its employees or agents and it 
may delegate the holdings of such hearings to hearing committees con- 
sisting of any three or more of its members. When a decision of a said 
hearing committee is adopted by the board, the said decision then and 
there become a final decision and may be reviewed in the circuit court 
only upon a finding of the court that such decision was arbitrary, illegal, 
or capricious. 


“(17) It may, upon approval of the Attorney General, file and 
prosecute suits in any court in the name of the Alabama Mental Health 
Board to enforce this Act and such rules and regulations as may be duly 
promulgated under authority of this Act, such suits may include actions 
for an injunction to restrain any person, agency, or organization from 
violating any provision of this Act or any rule or regulation duly 
promulgated under authority of this Act; and it may also, with the ap- 
proval of the Attorney General, authorize its legal counsel to attend to 
any other litigation which concerns the Board. 


“(18) It is authorized to accept gifts, trusts, bequests, grants, en- 
dowments, or transfers of property of any kind, and shall prudently 
manage such property in accordance with the terms of such gifts or 
transfer of property and in accordance with sound financial principles. 
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“(19) It is hereby authorized and directed to receive moneys com- 
ing to it by way of fees for services or by appropriations and shall 
prudently manage such moneys in accordance with sound financial 
principles. 


“(20) The Board is hereby authorized to establish personnel policies 
and salary schedules for all employees of the Alabama Mental Health 
Board and such policies and schedules shall not be limited by Title 41, 
Section 152, Code of Alabama 1940, as amended, or any other provisions 
of law. Such personnel policies may be established so as to include such 
positions under the state merit system law and so as to exclude other 
positions; however, employees of and positions in the abolished agencies 
under the state merit system law prior to the effective day of this Act 
shall continue under such law thereafter unless any such position is 
abolished by the Board, and employees and positions not under such iaw 
prior to the effective date of this Act shall continue not under such law 
after the effective date of this Act until changed by the Board or by law.”

Relating to counties having a population of 600,000 or more, ac- 
cording to the most recent federal decennial census, and which have 
been designated pursuant to Title 29, Section 68, Alabama Code of 1940, 

as “Wet Counties,” authorizing the storage, sale’ and distribution of un- 
pasteurized or diait beer within such counties, subject to the same 
restrictions and limitations as in the case of the sale of other malt or 
brewed beverages, and subject to the additional restrictions and limita- 
tions. 


Be It Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 


Section 1. Any wholesaler, jobber, distributor or retailer who shall 
be duly licensed by the Alabama Alcoholic Beverage Control Board to 
store, sell or distribute malt or brewed beverages in any county Sass 
a population of 600,000 or more, according to the most recent feder 
decennial census, which county shall, pursuant to Title 29, Section 68, 
Alabama Code of 1940, have been designated as a “Wet County,” shall 
also be authorized to sell unpasteurized or draft beer, the prohibition in 
Title 29, Section 34, Alabama Code of 1940, to the contrary notwith- 
standing, subject, however, to the following restrictions and condi- 
ions: 
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(1) All statutes and all rules and regulations of the Alcoholic 
Beverage Control Board which govern the storage, sale, distribution or 
consumption of malt or brewed beverages. or place any tax or license 
thereon, including, without limiting the generality of the foregoing 
Titles 29 and 51 of the Alabama Code of 1940, as amended, and all, 
other laws prohibiting, restricting or taxing the sale of malt or brewed 
beverages generally or in certain locations or to persons under the age 
of twenty-one (21) years or to persons under the influence of alcohol 
or in any place where any person having a criminal record is employed. 
All acts or delinquencies made unlawful by Title 29, Sections 12, 21, 32, 
33, 34, 36, 37, 38, 39, 40, 41, 44, 56, 61, 62, 63, 64 and 69, Alabama Code of 
1940, shall apply to acts or delinquencies with respect to unpasteurized 
or draft beer. 


(2) The Alcoholic Beverage Control Board shall have power to 
make additional rules and regulations governing the sale of unpasteuri- 
zed or draft beer and to control the possession, sale, transportation and 
delivery of unpasteurized or draft beer and to grant, issue and suspend 
or revoke for cause, malt or brewed and vinous beverage licenses as 
provided in Title 29, Section 5, Alabama Code of 1940. 


(3) The Board of Health in each county to which this act applies 
shall make reasonable rules and regulations, having the force and effect 
of law, not in conflict with the rules and regulations of the Alcoholic 
Beverage Control Board, to require that unpasteurized or draft beer 
shall be continuously refrigerated from the time of its manufacture to 
the time of sale to the ultimate consumer and to impose such other re- 
quirements as to storage, transportation, sale and conditions of sale of 
such beer as the health of the consumer may require. A violation of any 
such rules and regulations shall constitute a misdemeanor. 


(4) The governing body of each county to which this act applies 
shall make and enforce reasonable rules and regulations, having the 
force and effect of law, not in conflict with rules and regulations of the 
Alcoholic Beverage Control Board, to restrict the locations where such 
beer may be sold or dispensed and to assure that the revenue laws appli- 
cable in such county are not violated or evaded. Such rules and regula- 
tions may require an additional license to sell, transport, distribute or 
dispense such beer and may impose a reasonable charge, not exceeding 
Five ($5.00) Dollars, for each such license. A violation of any rules 
and regulations adopted pursuant to this paragraph shall constitute a 
misdemeanor. 


(5) A copy of the rules and regulations adopted pursuant to para- 
graphs (3) and (4) above shall be sent by certified mail to the Ad- 
ministrator of the Alcoholic Beverage Control Board. 


(6) Draft or unpasteurized beer shall not be held for sale or sold 
in containers exceeding a maximum capacity of 288 fluid ounces. 


Section 2. The words “draft beer” or “unpasteurized beer’’ as used 
herein shall mean the draft or keg beer referred to in Title 29, Section 34, 
Alabama Code of 1940, which beer requires refrigeration from the time 
of its manufacture to the time of its consumption to prevent the chemical 
or molecular change thereof. 


Section 3. An election may be held in any county to which this act 
applies to prohibit the sale of draft or unpasteurized beer therein subject 
to the provisions of Alabama Code of 1940, Title 29, Section 68. The 
question submitted at any such election shall be “Do you favor the legal 
sale and distribution of draft or unpasteurized beer within this county? 
VO@S usu. No WW... ” In the event that a majority of qualified elec- 
tors voting at any such election shall vote “No” on such proposition, 
the sale, transportation, distribution and dispensing of draft or un- 
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pasteurized beer shall thereafter be unlawful in any county to which 
this act applies. 


Section 4. This act shall become effective on October 1, 1965.

TO BE ENTITLED 
AN ACT 
To amend Section 4 of Act No. 547, Regular Session, 1965, relating 
to the establishment of a civic center in the municipality wherein there 


is located the county seat of any county of the State having a population 
of more than 500,000, approved August 20, 1965. 


Be It Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 
Section 1. 


Section 4, Act No. 547, Regular Session, 1965, relating to the estab- 
lishment of a civic center in the municipality wherein there is located 
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the county seat of any county of the State having a population of more 
than 500,000 according to the last or any subsequent Federal Census 
approved August 20, 1965, be and the same is hereby amended to read as 
ollows: 


“Section 4. There is hereby established in the County a public 
corporation for the purposes hereinafter specified, which corporation 
shall be vested with the powers conferred upon it by this act. The said 
public corporation is at times hereinafter referred to as “the Authority”. 


Subject to the conditions and qualifications hereinafter stated, the 
name of the said corporation shall be “Civic Center Authority of the 
Cities and County of ee County” (In the blank 
space will be inserted the name of the County). The Board of Directors 
of the Authority may choose some name other than that above specified 
at any time it elects to do so; provided, however, that if the Board of 
Directors chooses any other name there shall be filed for record in the 
office of the Probate Judge of the County a copy of the resolution of 
the Board of Directors stating the name adopted by the Authority, which 
resolution shall be followed by a certificate signed by the Chairman of 
the Board of Directors stating the date on which the resolution was 
adopted and stating that the copy of the resolution preceding said certi- 
ficate is a true and correct copy of the resolution adopted by the Board 
of Directors. The term “Legislative Electoral College”, as used in this 
Section, shall mean that group of legislators who shall elect the elective 
members of the Board of Directors of the Authority, which group of legis- 
lators shall consist of the following: Each member of the House of 
Representatives of the Legislature of Alabama from that representative 
district in which the County is located and each member of the State 
Senate from that senatorial district in which the County is situated. 


The affairs of the Authority shall be managed and controlled by a 
Board of Directors consisting of five members; provided that the first 
Board shall consist of six members. One of said members shail be the 
Mayor or chief executive officer of the largest municipality in the 
county; and one of the members of said Board shall be the President or 
Chairman of the governing body of the County. The remaining mem- 
bers shall be elected in the manner hereinafter prescribed; provided, 
however, that if there shall be a branch court house in the County, one 
of the members of the Board shall be a resident of the area served by 
such branch court house. The Chairman of the Board of Directors shall 
be elected by said Board after all members of the Board shall have been 
elected and qualified as such. 


Within thirty days after the adoption of this act the Mayor of the 
county seat and the President or Chairman of the governing body of the 
County shall address a letter, signed by them jointly in their respective 
official capacities, to each member of the Legislative Electoral College 
requesting that the Legislative Electoral College elect those members 
of the Board of Directors of the Authority to be elected by the Legisla- 
tive Electoral College. As soon as practical after the members of the 
Legislative Electoral College receive the said letters, the Legislative 
Electoral College shall elect three members of the Board of Directors of 
the Authority. If the legislative delegation has a chairman, said chair- 
man shall send written notice to the members of the Legislative Elec- 
toral College, other than himself, notifying them of the time and place 
of the meeting to be held for the purpose of electing the members of 
the Board of Directors to be elected by the Legislative Electoral College, 
which time shall be not less than six days subsequent to the date on 
which the Chairman of the Legislative Delegation transmits said written 
notice to the members of the Legislative Delegation belonging to the 
Legislative Electoral College. If the Legislative Delegation has no chair- 
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man, then the Senator of the senatorial district in which the County is 
situated shall give said written notice to the members of the legislative 
delegation. If there is more than one Senator from the County, then 
that Senator who has served the longest period in the Senate shall give 
the said notice; and if there is more than one Senator from the County 
and no Senator has seniority over the other Senator or Senators, then the 
oldest Senator shall give said notice. The Legislative Electoral Colleges 
may elect the members of the Board of Directors to be elected by it 
either at the initial meeting held for that purpose or at some later meet- 
ing, provided, however, that if the election is at a later meeting, the 
time and place of such later meeting shall be fixed by a majority vote 
of the Legislative Electoral College at a meeting regularly called, or 
notice of the time and place of such later meeting shall be given in the 
manner herein prescribed for giving the notice of the initial meeting of 
the Legislative Electoral College. The election by the Legislative Elec- 
toral College shall be by a majority vote of those present. The members 
of the Board of Directors of the Authority elected by the Legislative 
Electoral Colleges shall serve for terms of one, two and three years, 
respectively, as fixed by the Legislative Electoral College, which terms 
shall commence from the October 1 closest to the date on which they are 
elected. In the event that three members of the Board of Directors were 
not initially elected or the terms of office of such members fixed by the 
Legislative Electoral College, a meeting shall be called in the same 
manner as hereinabove provided to elect the required additional member 
or members and to fix the terms of office of all elected members. 


The person who under the terms hereof is to give notice of meeting 
of the Legislative Electoral College shall notify the Mayor or chief exe- 
cutive officer of the largest municipality in the county and the President 
or Chairman of the governing body of the County whom the Legislative 
Electoral College elected to serve on the Board of Directors of the 
Authority. 


When the Mayor or chief executive officer of the largest municipality 
in the county and the President or Chairman of the governing body of the 
County shall have been notified of the election of the members of the 
Board of Directors to be elected by the Legislative Electoral College, the 
said Mayor and the said President or Chairman shall by letter signed by 
them jointly notify the members of the Board of Directors elected by the 
Legislative Electoral Colleges of the time and place of the first meeting 
of the Board of Directors of the Authority. At that meeting, or at some 
later meeting, the members of th Board of Directors of the Authority 
(they being the Mayor or Chief Executive Officer of the largest mun- 
icipality in the county and the President or Chairman of the governing 
body of the County and the members elected by the Legislative Electoral 
College) shall elect the remaining member of the Board of Directors of 
the Authority who shall serve for a term extending for four years from 
the October 1 closest to the date of his election. The members of the 
Board of Directors serving as such ex officio and those elected by the 
Legislative Electoral College electing the remaining member, as afore- 
said, shall be authorized to prescribe the method for notifying the mem- 
ber of the Board of Directors elected by them of the fact of his election 
and to fix the time and place at which the Board of Directors, including 
the member of the Board elected by them, will meet for the purpose of 
electing a Chairman of the Board; and the said members shall give such 
peur as is deemed appropriate by them of the time and place of said 
meeting. 


The Board of Directors shall elect a Chairman of the Board, and he 
shall serve as Chairman until his term as a member of the Board, which 
he is serving at the time of his election as Chairman, expires. The 
Chairman shal] preside at all meetings of the Board of Directors but so 
long as there shall be a six member Board of Directors, the Chairman 
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shall not vote except in case of a tie. When there shall be a five mem- 
ber Board of Directors, the Chairman shall have a vote the same as any 
other member of the Board of Directors. 


No person shall be elected as a member of the Board of Directors of 
the Authority unless he is a qualified elector of the County. Not mora 
than one member of the Board of Directors elected by the Legislative 
Electoral College or by the Directors shall hold any public office; pro- 
vided that this restriction shall not apply to the first members so elected. 


The members of the said Board of Directors shall serve without 
compensation except that they shall be reimbursed for actual expenses 
incurred in and about the performance of their duties hereunder. 


In case a directorship held by an elected director becomes vacant 
during his term his successor shall be elected in the same manner in 
which he was elected, except that no successor shall be elected for the 
first vacancy which shall occur to the end that the Board of Directors 
shall be reduced from a six member Board to a five member Board. The 
successor shall be deemed to be elected for the remainder of the term 
during which the vacancy occurred; provided, however, that if a person 
is elected to any vacant directorship during the last six months of any 
term of such directorship, he shall be deemed elected for the remainder 
of such term and for the next succeeding term of such directorship. In 
the event the Legislative Electoral College shall fail for any reason to 
elect within sixty days after the adoption of this act the members of the 
Board of Directors, which this act provides said Electoral College shall 
elect, then in that event the two ex officio members of the Board (they 
being the Mayor or chief executive officer of the largest municipality 
in the county and the President or Chairman of the governing body of 
the County) and any other member or members of the Board of Directors 
theretofore elected shall elect such members of the Board of Directors 
to fill the directorship which the electoral college fails to fill. In the 
event a vacancy on the Board of Directors occurs which is to be filled by

“MATHEWS AND THE END OF AN ERA” 


“To speak of ‘the end of an era’ is a figure of speech, touched alike by 
the sentiment of pleasant memories and direction of traditions and built- 
in customs and leading also to pre-determined ends. 


“In the process of keeping faith with an ‘establishment’—as we are 
increasingly describing any given era—habits tended to become laws of 
control, friendships were binding, and the future predictable. 


“Those who gave substance to the era which yields to change con- 
tinue to give the substance of their ambitions and visions to the ‘new’ 
era and so remain as counselors for change. ‘Change and decay in all 
around I see, O Thou that changest not abide with me,’ is not only a 
religious confession, it is also a secular observation. If change means the 
decadence of out-worn activities and out-moded techniques, such change 
may open wide the gates to admit better modes of response to human 
aspirations and by principles of higher aspiration. 


“Sen. Pete Mathews of Clay County, in a recent comment on reap- 
portionment, notices that with the end of the era in which he distin- 
guished himself a new emphasis has been brought into the mode of mak- 
ing Alabama’s future: that of greater recognition for industrial and 
economic adventure, together with wider population distribution. 


“For one thing, this means an enlarged conception of the state as an 
economic unit with promise of greater distribution of both capital and 
income and a wider recognition of citizens—responsibility. And behind 
all other gains, the gain of a wider appreciation of democratic principles. 


“These changes, in whatever measure made, will be all the easier to 
accept, as long as citizen-statesmen, such as Senator Mathews is and 
has been, continue to give advice and counsel to the makers of our new 
era.

REPORT OF COMMITTEE OF CONFERENCE

We, the committee of conference appointed to reconcile the differ- 
ence of the two houses concerning the Senate substitute to H. B. 201, 
have met in conference, considered the matter in conference, and have 
agreed to the following report: 


(1) We recommend that in Section 4, the fourth paragraph, begin- 
ning with the twelfth line from the bottom of said fourth paragraph, 
which sentence begins with “The election,” shall read as follows: 
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“The election by the Legislative Electoral College shall be by a 
majority vote of those present. The members of the Board of Direc- 
tors of the Authority elected by the Legislative Electoral Colleges 
shall serve for terms of two, three, and four years, respectively, as 
fixed by the Legislative Electoral College, which terms shall com- 
mence from the October 1 closest to the date on which they are 
elected. In the event that three members of the Board of Directors 
were not initially elected or the terms of office of such members fixed 
by the Legislative Electoral College, a meeting shall be called in the 
same manner as hereinabove provided to elect the required addi- 
tional member or members and to fix the terms of office of all 
elected members.” 


(2) We recommend that the above change for the Senate substitute 
bill for H. B. 201 be adopted and the bill as amended by the conference 
committee amendment be passed by both houses.

Mobile, three; Montgomery, two; Madison, one; Tuscaloosa, one; Etowah, 
one; Calhoun, one; Bibb, Perry, Dallas, one; Autauga. Chilton, Coosa, 
Shelby, one; Talladega, Clay, Cleburne, one; Cherokee, DeKalb, 5 ackson, 
one; Blount, Marshall, St. Clair, one; Winston, Marion, Lawrence, Frank- 
lin, one; Limestone, ‘Morgan, one; ‘Lauderdale, Colbert, one; Cullman, 
Walker, one; Lamar, Fayette, Pickens, Greene, Hale, one; Sumter, Choc- 
taw, Washington, Marengo, one; Clarke, Wilcox, Monroe, Conecuh, one; 
Raldwin, Escamhia, one: T.owndes, Butler, Crenshaw, Covington, one;

WHEREAS, the people of this State are fully capable of deciding 
this vital question of concern to all our people; and 


WHEREAS, the public interest and public good, therefore, requires 
me to proclaim this to be an extraordinary occasion on which the Legis- 
lature should be convened: 


NOW, THEREFORE, I, George C. Wallace, as Governor of Ala- 
bama, under the authority vested in me by the Constitution and laws of 
the State of Alabama, do hereby convene the Legislature at the seat of 
the government in the City of Montgomery at six-thirty p. m. on the 
30th day of September, 1965, in special session, and specifically designate 
the following matter concerning which I deem action to be necessary: 


1. Legislation to amend the Constitution of Alabama to allow con- 
stitutional officers to succeed themselves in office. 


In witness whereof I have hereunto set my hand as Governor of the

No person shall be elected to any of said offices for more than 
two consecutive terms; and the governor shall not be eligible to election 
or appointment to the "Senate of the United States during his term, and 
within one year after the expiration thereof.” 


BE IT FURTHER RESOLVED that an election upon the proposed 
amendment is ordered to be held on the first Tuesday after the expira- 
tion of three months from final adjournment of the current session of 
the Legislature. The election shall be held in accordance with the pro- 
visions of Sections 284 and 285 of the Constitution of Alabama, as 
amended, and Chapter 1, Article 18, Title 17 of the Code of Alabama 1940. 


BE IT FURTHER RESOLVED that notice of the election of the pro- 
posed amendment shall be given by proclamation of the Governor, which 
proclamation shall be published once a week for four successive weeks 
next preceding the day appointed for the election in a newspaper in 
each county of the State. In every county in which no newspaper is 
publsticc. a copy of the notice shall be posted at each courthouse and 
post office. 


BE IT FURTHER RESOLVED that the ballots and voting machine 
tabs to be used in the election on the proposed amendment shall be pre- 
pared as provided in Code of Alabama 1940, Title 17, Section 166, and

STATEMENT BY LIEUTENANT GOVERNOR ALLEN 


As the Senate embarks upon what will truly be a historic debate on 
the Succession Amendment, the chair feels that he should make crystal 
clear his position on the bill and on the matter of limitation of debate 
thereon. Thus the chair’s position will be beyond conjecture or specula- 
tion. 


The chair has repeatedly stated that resort should be had to filibuster 
only on questions involving basic and fundamental principles of govern- 
ment. Debate on a succession amendment would come within this 
definition. 


The chair favors the Succession Bill. He favors limitation of debate 
on the measure under the Senate rules. He will not adopt a neutral role. 
His Bae has been well known on other issues that have come before 
the Senate. Though impartiality of ruling is required, neutrality by the 
chair is not required under the chair’s concept of the function of the office 
of Lieutenant Governor. He will urge Senators to vote for the bill. He 
will urge them, after reasonable discussion, to limit debate. He will use 
every honorable means under the rules to force a vote. 


The power of the gavel in the Alabama Senate—any Senate, not just 
this one—is said to be an awesome power, transcending the Senate rules. 
The chair is not unaware of this power. It has always been the chair’s 
philosophy that the use of the gavel should be tempered with conscience, 
with adherence to principle, with use of rules of fair play, and with a 
sense of history. 


The Senate has the power and the right to limit debate. I urge the 
Senators to limit debate in the manner provided by the rules of the 
Senate. This is a matter to be decided by the Senators within the rules 
of the Senate and not by the chair through use of the gavel. 


It has been suggested by some that the chair has a personal interest 
in the passage of this bill because it provides that the Lieutenant Gover- 
nor may succeed himself and that the chair enjoys serving as Lieutenant 
Governor. There may be merit in these suggestions. 


But to those who would feel that these considerations would cause 
the chair to use the gavel improperly, let the chair state that he would 
not force a vote on this bill through improper use of the gavel if to do so 
would assure him of being Lieutenant Governor, United States Senator 
or Governor. 


In short, the chair feels that he has the power, but not the right to 
stop the upcoming filibuster. 


Let the Senators be governed accordingly. Let the debate proceed. 


The foregoing statement by the President and Presiding Officer of 
the Senate was read and ordered spread upon the Journal.

Opinion of the Justices of the Supreme Court in answer to questions 
propounded by the Senate, under Code 1940, Title 13, § 34, relating to the 
validity of Senate Rule 19. 


Senate Resolution No. 7 


WHEREAS, Senate Bill 1, a copy of which is attached hereto and 
made a part hereof by reference, is being made the object of unlimited 
debate in the Alabama Senate now in session; and 


WHEREAS, pursuant to Section 53 of the Constitution, the Senate 
duly adopted certain rules for its proceedings, and included among such 
rules was Rule 19, which governs the procedure for terminating debate, 
or invoking cloture, and which reads as follows: 


“RULE 19. The committee on rules may at any time report a special 
rule that debate on a pending measure shall cease at a certain hour and 
a vote be taken on the measure. The consideration of such special rule 
shall not exceed thirty minutes, when a vote shall be taken thereon; and 
if two-thirds of the members elected shall vote to limit debate, then said 
rule shall have been adopted by the Senate.” 


and 


WHEREAS, Section 284 of the Constitution provides in pertinent 
part as follows: 


“Section 284. Amendments may be proposed to this Constitution 
by the legislature in the manner following: The proposed amendments 
shall be read in the house in which they originate on three several days, 
and, if upon the third reading three-fifths of all the members elected to 
that house shall vote in favor thereof, the roposed amendments shall 
be sent to the other house, in which they shall likewise be read on three 
several days, and if upon the third reading three-fifths of all the mem- 
bers elected to that house shall vote in favor of the proposed amend- 
ments, the legislature shall order an ee id the qualified electors of 
the state upon such proposed amendments, . 


ae BE IT RESOLVED BY THE SENATE OF 


That the Justices of the Supreme Court, as provided under the 
authority of Title 13, Section 34, Code of Alabama 1940, are hereby 
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respectfully requested to render to the Senate their written opinion on 
the following important constitutional question: 


Since Senate Rule 19 permits unlimited debate unless limited by a 
two-thirds (2/3) vote of the elected members of the Senate, is not the 
practical effect of Senate Rule 19 to substitute its two- thirds (2/3) re- 
quirement for the three-fifths (3/5) requirement of Section 284 of the 
Constitution of Alabama, and if so, would not that portion of Senate 
Rule 19 requiring a two-thirds (2/3) vote be in contravention of Sec- 
tion 284 of the Constitution in regard to proposed amendments? 


A BILL 
TO BE ENTITLED 
AN ACT 


Proposing an amendment to the Constitution of Alabama, Article 5, 
Section 116, relating to succession of constitutional officers. 


Be It Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 


Section 1. It is hereby proposed that the Constitution of Alabama 
1901, Article 5, Section 116, be amended to read as follows: 


“Section 116. The governor, lieutenant governor, attorney general, 
state auditor, secretary of state, state treasurer, superintendent of edu- 
cation, commissioner of agriculture and industries, elected after the rati- 
fication of this Constitution, shall hold their respective offices for the 
term of four years from the first Monday after the second Tuesday in 
January next succeeding their election, and until their successors shall be 
elected and qualified. No person shall be elected to any of said offices 
for more than two consecutive terms; and the governor shall not be 
eligible to election or appointment to the Senate of the United States 
during his term, and within one year after the expiration thereof.” 


Section 2. An election upon the proposed amendment is ordered to 
be held on the first Tuesday after the expiration of three months from 
final adjournment of the current session of the Legislature. The election 
shall be held in accordance with the provisions of Sections 284 and 285 
of the Constitution of Alabama, as amended, and Chapter 1, Article 18, 
Title 17 of the Code of Alabama 1940. 


Section 3. Notice of the election and of the proposed amendment 
shall be given by proclamation of the Governor, which proclamation 
shall be published once a week for four successive weeks next preceding 
the day appointed for the election in a newspaper in each county of the 
State. In every c county in which no newspaner is published, a copy of 
the notice “shall be posted at each courthouse and post office. 


Section 4. The ballots and voting machines tabs to be used in the 
election on the proposed amendment shall be pr pared as provided in 
Code of Alabama 1940, Title 17, Section 166, and the s teomteaas to be 
printed thereon shall be in substantially the following form: Do you 
favor amending the Constitution of Alabama to permit the Governor and 
other constitutional officers of the executive branch to serve not more 
than two consecutive terms as proposed in Act No. . 3rd Special 
Session 1965. yes ( ) no (¢ ). 


To the Senate of Alabama 
Gentlemen: 


In essence the question presented to the Justices of this court is 
whether the provision of Senate Rule 19, requiring two-thirds vote of the 
elected members of the Senate to limit debate is contrary to the pro- 
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visions of Section 284 of the Alabama Constitution of 1901, which pro- 
vides in effect that before a proposed amendment to the Constitution 
can be submitted to the electorate, three-fifths of all elected members 
of each house shall vote in favor of such amendment before the legisla- 
ture shall order an election upon such amendment. 


Section 53 of the Constitution sets forth that “Each house shall have 
power to determine the rules of its proceedings * * * .” 


The principle of separation of powers in our form of government is 
too well understood to require discussion. This principle is reflected in 
Section 42 of our Constitution providing that the powers of the govern- 
ment of the State of Alabama shall be divided into three distinct de- 
partments, each of which shall be divided into a separate department of 
magistracy, the legislative, the executive, and the judicial. 


Pursuant to Sections 42 and_53 of the Constitution, the Senate of 
Alabama has promulgated and adopted certain rules, including Rule 19, 
supra, to govern its proceedings. 


Section 284 of the Constitution, pertaining to the mode of amending 
the Constitution, sets forth the method by which the legislature may 
submit proposals to the electorate for such amending purposes. 


Section 284, supra, in no wise provides that every bill proposing an 
amendment to the Constitution must be voted on or enacted by the legis- 
lature. We think it common knowledge that in every legislature there 
are usually bills introduced in one or both houses of the legislaure look- 
ing toward the submission to the electorate of proposed amendments to 
our organic law. Large numbers of these bills are lost in the legislative 
processes and never reach legislative fruition. 


As a coordinate branch of government the Senate of Alabama has 
the right and power under the specific provisions of Section 53 of the 
Constitution to enact rules governing its proceedings. This power is un- 
limited except as controlled by other provisions of our Constitution. And 
unless controlled by other constitutional provisions the courts cannot 
look to the wisdom or folly, the advantages or disadvantages of the rules 
which a legislative body adopts to govern its own proceedings. Tayloe v. 
Davis, 212 Ala. 282, 102 So. 433; United States v. Ballin, Joseph and Co., 
144 U.S. 1, 12 S. Ct. 507; 36 L. Ed. 321. 


_ In Opinion of the Justices (1949), 252 Ala. 205, 40 So. 2d 623, an ad- 
visory opinion was requested by the Senate as to whether then Senate 
Rule 25 contravened Section 284 of the Constitution. 


Rule 25, supra, contained the following provisions, among others: 


“And all the resolutions proposing amendments to the Constitution 
or to which the approbation or signature of the President may be re- 
quisite or which may grant money out of the contingent fund shall be 
treated in all respects in the introduction and form of proceedings thereon 
in the Senate in a similar manner with bills.” 


The question involved was whether the Senate, by a rule governing 
its proceedings, could provide that acts or resolutions relative to sub- 
mission of constitutional questions to the electorate could require that 
such acts or resolutions be first submitted to a committee. 


After observing that proposals for the submission to the electorate 
of amendments to the Constitution might be either by acts or resolutions, 
and that in proposing amendments to the Constitution the legislature is 
not EXCrCISINE its other powers to make laws, the majority of the Justices 
wrote: 
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“The provision that ‘each house shall have power to determine the 
rules of its proceedings’ is not restricted to proceedings of the body in 
ordinary legislative matters; but such authority extends to the determina- 
tion of the propriety and effect of any action taken by the body as it pro- 
ceeds in the exercise of any power, in the transaction of any business 
or in the performance of any duty conferred upon it by the Constitution. 
This includes authority to determine the rules of procedure to be ob- 
served in agreeing to propose amendments to the Constitution and em- 
braces the right to require that resolutions or bills proposing amendments 
to the Constitution be referred to a committee. Crawford v. Gilchrist, 
ae aa 963, Ann. Cas. 1914B, 916; Doody v. State, 233 Ala. 

; 0. 3 


“We think that the Senate rule requiring proposed amendments to 
the Constitution to be referred to a committee does not violate § 284 
of the Constitution for the reason which we will explain. 


“But the point is that the mandatory provisions of § 284 are so only 
for the purpose and to the end that the amendment may be valid when 
adopted. There is nothing in it to make the Senate do anything it does 
not wish to do, but only that it must observe the requirement to obtain 
a valid amendment.” (Emphasis ours.) 


See Doody v. State, 233 Ala. 287, 171 So. 504, where the court upheld 
the right of the Senate, under its rules, to reconsider a constitutional 
amendment. 


_ We think it clear that the general doctrine pronounced above neces- 
sitates the conclusion that the answer to the question submitted must 
be answered in the negative. 


We observe further that Section 63 of our Constitution provides in 
effect that no bill shall become law unless a majority of each house of 
the legislature shall vote favorable thereon. This constitutional pro- 
vision for a majority vote is in pari materia with Section 284 relating to 
the submission of constitutional amendments. Could it be reasonably 
argued that any rule for the governing of the proceedings of a legislative 
house which sought to impose limitations on debate would be invalid if 
such limitation required more than the majority vote required for the 
passage of bills. Legislative procedures and rules through the years, of 
our national Congress as well as of this State and our sister States point 
emphatically to the contrary. Otherwise, limitation of debate could al- 
ways be imposed by a simple majority, and a minority could never be 
heard. Such result is not consonant with full deliberation and hearing 
essential to legislative tribunals. 


Further, Senate Rule 33 empowers the Senate, after one day’s notice, 
and by a majority vote to alter its rules. When there is no constitutional 
inhibition preventing action by a legislative body, we feel it would be 
impertinent and lawfully unwarranted for the Justices of this court to 
attempt to inject themselves as a rule making body for the Senate of 
Alabama, a power clearly reserved by the Constitution of Alabama to a 
coordinate and independent department of our government.

The chair has seriously considered the idea of recusing himself as 
Presiding Officer in view of his supposed personal interest in the bill 
and allowing President Pro-Tem, Senator George C. Hawkins, to preside 
while this bill is under discussion. This thought was discarded because 
it would be shirking the responsibility which has devolved upon the 
chair. 


The chair’s policy will be that until there has been a final determina- 
tion of the issue of succession in this session of the Legislature, the chair 
will not discuss any phase of the issue or the proceedings thereon with 
any person whomsoever in or out of the Senate, except as a part of the 
official proceedings of the Senate. 


If a Senator on either side of the issue wishes to obtain information 
on procedure with reference to the bill, he may make a parliamentary 
inquiry of the chair on the Senate floor. The chair’s answer will be a 
public answer.

Be It Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 


Section 1. Sections I, II, and VII of Act No. 470, H. 952 of the 
Regular Session of 1939 (Local Acts 1939, p. 298), which creates and 
establishes the countywide civil service system in Mobile County, are 
hereby amended to read as follows: 


“Section I. DEFINITIONS. In this Act, words used in the masculine 
gender include the feminine and neuter genders, and words used in the 
neuter gender include the masculine and feminine genders. The following 
words, terms, and phrases, wherever used in this Act, shall have the 
meanings respectively ascribed to them in this Section unless the con- 
text plainly indicates a contrary meaning: (1) ‘Committee’ means the 
Supervisory Committee created by this Act. (2), ‘Board’ or ‘The Board’ 
means the Personnel Board created by this Act. (3) ‘Municipality’ or 
‘Such Municipality’ or ‘City’ means a duly incorporated town, village, or 
city within Mobile County. (4) ‘Director’ means the Personnel Director 
created by this Act. (5) ‘Appointing Authority,’ or ‘Appointing Power’ 
means a person, officer, board, commission, or other body or person 
whose lawful jurisdiction or powers are confined wholly or primarily 
within the territorial limits of Mobile County, or any incorporated city or 
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town therein, and who or which have the power to make appointments to 
offices or positions of employment or trust in any of the Classified Serv- 
ice as in this Act defined. (6) ‘Employe’ or ‘Appointee’ means a person 
in the Classified Service herein set up and appointed by an Appointing 
Authority, unless herein specifically excepted. (7) (a). The ‘Classified 
Service’ includes all offices, positions, and employment in Mobile County 
or any such city therein as these offices, positions and employment now 
exist or as they may hereafter exist, the holders of which are paid 
whether by salary, wages or fees in whole or in part from public funds 
of Mobile County or any such city, or the holders of which receive their 
compensation from any elected official or Appointing Authority and per- 
form duties pertaining to the office of such elected official or officer, or 
other Appointing Power, except those placed in the ‘Unclassified Service’ 
by Section Two hereof. (7) (b). It is also intended that the classified 
service shall include all personnel of any public corporation, board, com- 
mittee, or commission, appointed or created by the governing body of any 
such county or municipality, whether or not the salaries, wages or com- 
pensation of such officers or employes are paid directly by such county 
or municipality; except any such employes which may be exceluded 
under the provisions of subsection (7) (c) here following; provided the 
appointive members of any such public corporation, board, committee or 
commission shall not be so included. (7) (c). The Classified Service, 
shall not, however, be deemed to include any employes of any such pub- 
lic corporation, board, committee, or commission, appointed or created 
by the governing body of any such county or municipality as defined 
in subsection (7) (b) herein where such employes are covered by a 
bargaining agreement with a recognized union as of January 1, 1966. 
(8) ‘Employment Register’ means records containing names of those 
persons who have successfully completed their prescribed tests, listed 
and ranked in order of their final earned average from the highest to the 
lowest. (9) ‘Roster’ means records of persons in the Classified Service, 
containing information as to their service. (10) ‘Tests’ means written 
and/or oral examination and/or other methods established by rules and 
regulations of the Board and/or the Director as herein provided, to deter- 
mine the merit, efficiency, and general fitness of applicants for positions. 
(11) ‘Public Hearings’ means a meeting of the Board, open to the public, 
whereat any citizen, taxpayer, or party at interest may appear and be 
heard subject to such rules and regulations as may be fixed by the 
Board. (12) ‘Public Record’ means a record which the public shall have 
the right to inspect in a reasonable manner during ordinary business 
hours. (13) ‘Rules’ means the regulations adopted by the Board for 
carrying out the provisions of this Act. 


“Section II. UNCLASSIFIED SERVICE: The following shall be in 
the Unclassified Service: (1) Officials elected by popular vote and, in 
case of death, resignation, ur removal, their legal substitute: (2) Where 
by present law official duties of any officer mentioned in subdivision One 
of this section are or many be performed by a chief assistant appointed by 
him, such chief assistant; (3) Principals, supervisors, teachers and in- 
structors in the Public Schools engaged in teaching and/or supervising 
teaching, and all employes of the Mobile County School Board; (4) The 
Personnel Director provided for by this Act; (5) Independent contractors 
receiving their remuneration from public funds under contracts awarded 
by competitive bidding; (6) Persons in the ‘Classified Service’ within the 
meaning of and subject to the State of Alabama merit system under any 
present or future law, and so long as any such law remains effective. 
(7) Common laborers not engaged in regular employment. (8) Attor- 
neys, physicians, surgeons, and dentists employed in their professional 
capacities. (9) The Judge of any Court. (10) Members of Board who are 
not employed on a full time basis and are not required to devote their 
services exclusively to such counties and cities therein. (11) Any person 
whose employment is subject to the approval of the United States Gov- 
ernment or of any agency thereof. (12) Chief hospital administrator and 
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interns, student technicians, and student nurses while undergoing train- 
ing in a hospital maintained by public funds. 


“Section VII. PERSONNEL BOARD: The Personnel Board shall 
consist of three members designated respectively as Member Number 
One, Member Number Two, and Member Number Three, each of whom 
shall be over 21 years of age, of recognized good character and ability, a 
bona fide resident and a qualified elector of Mobile County, and shall 
not, when appointed, nor for the three years then next preceding the date 
of his appointment have held public office, nor have been a candidate for 
such. If any person actively solicits a position on such Board, the Com- 
mittee may, for this reason, refuse to consider his appointment. The 
Board shall meet once a month on dates to be fixed by its Rules and 
regulations and as much oftener as shall be necessary for the orderly 
dispatch of its business. The members of the Board shall be selected for 
the following terms and in the following manner: The Supervisory 
Committee of the Mobile County Personnel Board shall, within thirty 
days after September 15, 1939, appoint all three members and shall ap- 
point the successors of said Board Members within thirty days after 
a term expires or a vacancy occurs. Member Number One shall hold 
office for a term of two years beginning on September 15, 1939, and until 
his successor is appointed and has qualified. His successors shall hold 
office for terms of six years, the first of which shall begin September 15, 
1941, and the subsequent terms shall begin each six years thereafter. 
Member Number Two shall hold office for a term of four years begin- 
ning on September 15, 1939, and until his successor is appointed and has 
qualified. His successors shall hold office for terms of six years, the first 
of which shall begin September 15, 1943, and the subsequent terms shall 
begin each six years thereafter. Member Number Three shall hold office 
for a term of six years beginning on September 15, 1939, and until his 
successor has been appointed and has qualified. His successors shall hold 
office for terms of six years, the first of which shall begin on September 
15, 1945, and the subsequent term shall begin each six years, thereafter. 
In the event of a vacancy on the Board accasioned by death, resignation, 
impeachment or other cause, such vacancy shall be filled by the Super- 
visory Committee of the Mobile County Personnel Board for the then un- 
expired term. Each Member shall receive twenty dollars for each meet- 
ing of the Board provided no Member shall receive more than Eighty 
Dollars ($80.00) compensation for services during any one month. This 
compensation shall be paid as provided in Section 30 hereof. It shall be 
the duty of the Board as a body: (1) To select a Personnel Director as 
hereinafter provided in Section 9 of this Act. (2) After a Public Hear- 
ing or Hearings to adopt and amend Rules and regulations for the ad- 
ministration of this Act, as hereinafter provided. (3) After a Public 
Hearing or Hearings to adopt, modify, or reject such Classification and 
Compensation Plans for the Classified Service together with Rules for 
their administration, as may be recommended by the Director after a 
thorough survey by him of the personnel and departmental organiza- 
tions included in such plan or plans. (4) To make such investigations as, 
in the Board’s opinion, are reasonable, either on petition of a citizen, tax- 
payer, or party at interest, or of its own motion, concerning the enforce- 
ment and effect of this Act, and to require observance of its provisions 
and the Rules and Regulations made pursuant hereto. (5) conduct 
hearings and to render decisions, as hereinafter provided, on charges pre- 
ferred against persons in the Classified Service. (6) To make such inves- 
tigations as, in the Board’s opinion, are reasonable, as may be requested 
by the governing bodies of the County or of any City therein or by the 
Supervisory Committee and to report thereon to the governing body or 
Committee requesting same. (7) To consider and act on such matters as 
may be referred to the Board by the Director.

They shall 
possess the same qualifications and be entitled to the same amount of 
salary, allowances and other compensation, including per diem, sub- 
sistence, and travel allowances, as members of the Legislature; and 
such compensation and allowances shall be paid out of the state treasury 
in the same manner and at the same times that the compensation and 
allowances of members of the Legislature are paid. 


Section 3. All legislative agents shall take the constitutional oath 
of office. 


Section 4. It shall be the duty of legislative agents to protect to the 
best of their ability the interest of their respective counties; and to this 
end they shall attend and observe sessions of the Legislature, and keep 
themselves informed of legislative actions, particularly those affecting 
their respective counties. They shall be privileged to attend legislative 
committee meetings. 


Legislative agents shall not have the right to vote either in the 
Legislature or in a legislative committee; they shall, however, be en- 
titled to the privilege of the floor in both houses of the Legislature. 


Section 5. Legislative agents shall serve at the pleasure of the 
county governing body appointing them. 


Section 6. No legislative representative shall during his continu- 
ance in office hold any other office of profit under this state or under 
the untied States, except as a justice of the peace, constable, or notary 
public. 


Section 7. The provisions of this Act are severable. If any part 
of the Act is declared invalid or unconstitutional, such declaration shall 
not affect the part which remains. 


Section 8. All laws or parts of laws which conflict with this Act 
are repealed. 


Section 9. This Act shall become effective immediately upon its 
passage and approval by the Governor, or upon its otherwise becoming 
a law.

STATEMENT BY MR. DUMAS 


The Senator from Jefferson recognizes the sovereign power of the 
voters and is completely willing to submit for their decision a fair and 
honorable choice on succession but he does not consider House Bill 1 as 
providing a fair choice or as being a proper way to amend the basic 
law of the State. He therefore sees no alternative to casting a vote 
against House Hill 1, the “Succession Bill.” 


Repeated press statements that the Senator from Jefferson has joined 
with others in the filibuster against the bill are untrue. On principle he 
has questioned the wisdom of succession but he would certainly submit 
the issue to the voters. 


The Senator from Jefferson has opposed the cloture move designed 
to silence the voices of those who, in good Southern tradition, have 
sought to debate, on the merits, the succession bill and he opposes chang- 
ing the Senate ‘rules for no reason other than to force this one bill 
through the Senate. The integrity of the processes of lawmaking and 
the rules of fair play are important in a democracy. A desirable end 
does not justify unfair and improper means. 


The agreement to submit House Bill 1 to a direct vote in the 
Senate precludes amendments which, if adopted, could provide a fair 
and honorable choice to the voters. At least four propositions are 
wrapped up, in logrolling fashion, in this one proposed constitutional 
amendment: 


1, Sry George Wallace be allowed, if re-elected, to succeed him-

2. Shall any future governor be allowed, if re-elected, to succeed 
himself? 
3. Shall other present constitutional officers be allowed, if re-elected, 
to succeed themselves? 
4. Shall any future constitutional officer be allowed, if re-elected, 
to succeed himself? 
To mix the above in one amendment requires supporters of Wallace 
succession no choice but to vote for succession ever hereafter and it 
allows to opponents of Wallace succession no choice but to vote against 
succession ever hereafter. It is not in the American tradition to change 
the rules in the middle of the game or to alter or suspend the constitu- 
tion to suit the personality or political desires of one man or his follow- 
ers and it is worse, under this guise or in a burst of enthusiasm for the 
exploits of one political hero to amend our basic law in a way which the 
voters may live to regret. 


For a rational submission of the succession issue the Senator from 
Jefferson would vote “Yes.” For the proposed quadruple submission he 
has no alternative but to vote “No.”
